called the cause of war. And so 
on and on, year in and year out, 
the same causes of war are cited 
and the same old remedies are 
proposed. 


As we have listened to these elo- 


quent pleas the thought has come 
that perhaps the problem is not 
as simple as it has been portrayed, 
nor the solution as easy as it 
seems. 


The wars of the world have been 


caused in part by selfish commer- 
cial interests, in part by personal 
animosities, in part by national 
greed as exemplified hy politi- 
cians, in part by numerous other 
causes — it makes no difference. 
They have all been fought by the 
people of the world, and war can 
be averted not through outlawry 
by governments, but through real 
outlawry by the people. When the 
people of the world refuse to fight, 
then, and then only, will we have 
achieved our goal. 


And so, while it Is commendable 


to take all the steps possible to 
postpone warfare, the ultimate so- 
lution of our problem lies with 
mankind as a whole. Our problem 
is educational and psychological, 
and we must realize while dealing 
with it that progress will be slow 
and achievement 
long delayed. 


Too often and for too long have 
we been telling ourselves that we 
shall see the day when war will be 
a thing of the past. Time now to 
be honest with ourselves! We shall 
never see that day and those of us 
who still retain hopes for our civ- 
ilization must realize that our con- 
tribution can be but a meager one 
which may bear realization gen- 
erations hence. 


We must drive out that which 


makes man susceptible to war 
propaganda and instill Instead a 
hatred of it. Such literature as in 
any way treats of war without 


condemning It we must destroy. 
We must show the waste and use- 
lessness of all wars, even those of 
'76 and '61. We should teach love 
of country, but love of other coun- 
tries as well. And then when the 
very word war shall be anathema, 
when al! of its folly, its brutality, 
its futility, its waste, is known, 
when our schools and homes have 
done their work so well —• then 
our task will have been accom- 
plished. 


The prospect is not an immedi- 


ate one. Obviously control of the 
schools is a prime necessity, and 
yet one. of the greatest indictments 
of modern education is its syste- 
matic production of unthinking 
jingoists. 
Our greatest contribu- 


tion can be made through those 
over whom we have influence, our 
friends and above all, our families. 
Our children must be imbued with 
our religious ardor that they in 
turn may influence those of their 
generation, and so our movement 
will never grow. Our contempor- 
aries we may approach 
through 


such individual persuasion as we 
find possible. 
This much is cer- 


tain: striking from 
classes 
and 


torchlight parades are a hindrance 
rather than an aid to this move- 
ment, for the converts made by 
such emotional appeals are lost by 
the stronger emotional appeal of 
fife and drum, of stars and stripes; 
and our movement is discredited in 
the eyes of those who view such 
actions as college prank methods 
of treating a serious 
situation. 


True converts to our cause are 
won, not by emotional means but 
by the slower, stabler method of

AY down on the banks of the Swanee 


River, an amphitheatre is to be con- 


structed in the memory of Stephen Foster. 
It is an ironic turn of fate that Foster never 
saw the river that he was to immortalize in 
his haunting song, but even more bitter 
and ironic is the fact that he received only 
a few dollars for this melody that was to 
sweep the world and which to this day is 
symbolic of American sentiment. He did a 
little better with his "Old Folks at Home," 
although when it first came out it was ac- 
credited to E. P. Christy, of Christy's Mins- 
trels, and he stood a good chance of losing 
the $1,647.46 in royalties that he was to 
receive over a six-year period. 


Over a six-year period ! It is, of course, a 


sad and unfair business to compare the roy- 
alties of the great masters of the past with 
the mediocre artists that stand out in the 
limelight today. 
The two men who com- 


posed the song "The Music Goes 'Round 
and "Round" received a fabulous sum in 
royalties, created a melody that drove peo- 
ple to distraction, and at best will be re- 
membered for the little ripple of amuse- 
ment it created among the funsters and 
punsters. 


But perhaps it is better this way. The 


young folks in Tin Pan Alley are suited 
only for that kind of work. They grind out 
the melodies for those who wish to dance 
-^or grow sentimental in the waning hours 
of; a party. Stephen Foster could no more 
fit into this picture than he could lead a 
jazz band and moo plaintively through a 
megaphone, it is enough that he gave to 
the world some of the songs that never will

Wheat to Go Over 


Wheat was in better condition 


than a year ago, with the produc- 
tion of all wheat expected to go 
above the 800,000.000 bushel mark. 
This would be 200,000,000 bushels 
more than are required for domes- 
tic consumption. Ohio is expected 
to harvest 44,000.000 bushels of 
wheat, 4,000.000 more than last 
year. 


Stocks of wheat and corn on 


farms April l were the smallest 
In 12 years and the carryover of 
cats was less than average. Ohio 
farmers had more nearly normal 
supplies of corn 
on 
hand 
than j 


farmers in other sections but their ' 
stocks of oats were smaller than 
in some other 
states. Rye and 


spring grains will be substituted 
for corn just as soon as they can 
be harvested.

Ohio farmers were keeping the j 


pioduction of milk at a higher | 
level than dairymen in most other ' 
places. Production for the United 
States was 3 to 4 percent below 
normal on April 1, but was at the 
usual level In Ohio. 
High priced 


feed and poor pasture conditions 
decreased milk supplies. 


Fall pigs began going on the 


market in numbers the first of 
April at weights somewhat below 
noimal. High prices for hogs and 
short stocks of corn 
persuaded 


many farmers to market their pigs 
sooner than they would normally. 
Cattle feeders expect to market 
their cattle earlier than \isual so 
the supply after July 1 may be 
light.
